The will of 1885 leaves the family dwell 
IE£, personal property and the income of 
all notes, bonds and mortgages daring 
her life to the wife, who died iu 1887, and 
to his two daughters, Mrs. A. C. Water- 
house, of Decatur, and Mrs. E. P. Niles, 
of Champaign, were bequeathed the re- 
mainder of the estate, shnre and share 
alike.

bodily—the deportation of the whole 
race—gnd 88 this must be voluntary on 
the part of the colored people thescheme 
becomes an absolute impossibility. There 
are too many interests involved—too 
much property at stake- to expect that 
the race will unanimously agree to emi- 
grate. 
There are other considerations 


involved, bat on the very thn ehoKi we 
are met by an obstacle which throws 
aronnd the whole scheme a difficulty 
which cannot be overcome. The nice 
difficulty has an easier sort of solution. 
Let the dominant race in the South mix 
a little common sense in their efforts to 
deal with the subject and the problem 
will be solved at once. Let them treat 
the colored people with some degree of 
justice and fairness, and there will be no 
necessity for their deportation. 
The 


removal of a whole race to H country to 
which they do not want to go is imprac- 
practicuble, if they wanted to no, it 
would bf< unjust if they are not willing, 
add would subject the government to the 
just indignation of the whole world. The 
negro IB here to stay, and no fine.spun 
theories will serve to make him go. Let 
him work out his destiny, protected by 
such beneficent laws us no enlightened 
government should not be ashamed of, 
and there will be no trouble. There will 
be no deportation- either voluntary or 
involuntary.

He 
Intended the names to appear as fac- 
similes of the autographs. The paper 
referred to in a letter to the Governor 
as having valuable names on it waa 
Bimply a blank supecrlption form with 
the names of John R. McLean and tho 
Hall A Wood Ballot-box Company on it. 


Wood than told of his connection with 


Walters. He told him that ho wanted 
the autographs referred to by Walters 
for two purposes Walters waa not told 
the first purpose. 
Ho denied Walters' 


statement that he had asked Walters to 
procure the Ballot-box bill. 


'State the objects ^ou had in gctti 


the autographic slips.," said tlie chair- 
man. 


Wood hesitated, and then said he 


would have to go back to tho beginning. 
He told of a meeting with Jim Foraker, 
tho ex-Governor's brother, who suggest- 
ed that he try for tho smoke inspector- 
bhip. He applied to Governor Foraker, 
•who sent him u telegram stating that ho 
would help him, and thaff Wood could 
help tho Governor. This and other 
telegrams ho did not now have. Things 
had become hot for him after thcvolec- 
tion, and he had given them to T. C. 
Campbell and Dr. W. A. R. Tcnney, of 
Cincinnati. 
The particular telegram 


referred to was glvan to the latter. 


Wood then told them of a convorsa' 


tion he had with Governor Foraker 
about the snaoko inspectorship, and this 
led the Governor to remark that Wood 
could do a little "hustling" for him. 
Wood wanted to know what he couhj do 
and the Governor replied that \To 
could get him a little document that 
had been drawn up in Biittenvorth's of- 
fice. The witness wanted to know what 
the Governor wanted with it. and tho 
Governor told him that Major Butter- 
worth waa against him, and wag tn- 
deavoring to prove that lie was disrep- 
utable. The Governor thought that he 
could prove that Butterworth \\ ,is dis- 
reputable. 


Mr. Wood s>ald he thought hu could do 


a little stabbing, and tins scorned to 
please the Governor very much. Wood 
called this "political talk," and he told, 
this part of the story with many humor- 
ous remarks and mused much laughter. 
He Ffiemed to be in a good humor Wit- 
ness told of other conversations with 
the Governor about the smoke inspect- 
orship. He procured for the Governor 
some State contracts, but tho Governoi 
said these wero not what he wanted.

to the Governor, telling him it was the 
best he could do and not to ask an; 
questions. The Governor compared th 
signatures with those in a book am 
said they wero exactly alike.

Go\ernorsaid he did not see howh 
could use the paper. Wood was anxiou 
to know how the Governor wa? going t< 
dispose of it, and the Governor assurei 
him that his name would not be men 
tioned in connection with it. Wooc 
wanted the Governor to get him th 
smoke inspectorship, now that thepape 
had been proc ired, but the G^verno 
talked about charges made a?ain« 
Wood, and thought ho should <riva u 
trying for it, and become a candidat 
for superintendent of the Ohiopeniten 
tiary. Wood insisted that he did no 
want any thing to do with peniten 
tiarios.

THE SULLIVAN MURDER. 


W. P. Oorbln, Who Killed Drugglet 


Harris, to Get a New Trial. 


There was joy among the friends of W. 


P. Corbin at Sullivan Saturday upon re- 
ceipt ot a telegram from the Clerk of the 
Supreme Court at Springfield stating 
that that august body had ordered B 
supersedes in the case of the State vs 
W. P. Corbin and remanded it for a new 
trial. Corbiu has served twenty months 
of a fifteen-year sentence in Chester (or 
shooting and killing Charles T. Harris in 
September, 1887. His friends claim the 
order of the court is based upon new 
evidence divulged in a recent trial 
against him for damages by the widow of 
the man he shot, which was not brought 
out in the first trial, and that he will 
stand a good chance of acquittal on second 
hearing, but the attorney for the State 
and the other side think there is very 
little probability of cutting down the 
sentence in view of all the facts already 
proven. Corbin will doubtless be per- 
mitted to return to Monltne County, but 
it is not likely he will be admitted to bail 
pending the second hearing of his case. 
A very bitter feeling existed between 
him and Harris at the time of the 
shooting.

at 7 the regular evening service was held 
In spite of the storm the lower portion of 
the house was filled. Rev. Brown preach- 
ed again to Christians. This time it was 
on the necessity of giving ourselves en 
tirely to the Lord if we would be of real 
service to him. 
At the closs of this ser- 


vice the most important meeting of the 
day was held. 
It was the aftermeeting. 


The chapel was packed and the service 
lasted for over an hour, 
In this time 


fully one hundred persons spoke and at 
least that number of short prayers were 
offered. About twenty expressed a de- 
sire to bo saved and a number found 
Christ. The room rang with hymn after 
hymn. 
It was a triumphant meeting. 


All hearts were deeply moved. Everyone
